The  630th  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  was 
held  Jan  2nd  1940  at  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
with  Pres, Elston  presiding  and  22  members  present. 

She  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  accepted. 


Mr.  Lindboe  reported,  that  the  tickets  for  tie  banquet  had^been 
printed  by  Mr.  Harzinski  and  were  available. 

Mr,  Amberg  reported  that  he  had  seem,  a.  natic^arof  the  death  of 
Congressman  Ashbrook.Cln  the  Democrat.^w1io  had  been  an  Honorary 
member.  He  made  a motion  and  Mr.  Kaufman  seconded  that  a letter 
of  simpathy  bgr  sent  to  the  family.^ 

Prom  back  copies  of  ^K^^^which  had  been  brought  in  by 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  Dec  2,  1913  and  Hov.  4,  1914 
were  read.  Mr.  Elston  mentioned  that  Mr.  Horner  had  kept 
copies  of  meeting  notices  etc.  and  asked  Mr.  Plumb  to  find  out 
whether  they  would  be  available  to  help  complete  the  records 
of  the  R.N.A. 

Mr.  Meinhart  reported  that  the  receipts  from  the  raffle  at  the 
last  meeting  were  $2,25  and  from  the  auction,  55cents. 


A motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Amberg  and  seconded  by  Mr  Meinhart 
that  a new  R.N.A.  medal  be  sent  to  the  A.N.S.  Passed.  A motion 
was  made  by  Mr.  Amberg  and  seconded  by  Hr.  Kaufman  that  one 
be  lent  to  the  Numismatist  fcr  photographingi*''!*? . Kolb  announced 
that  the  new  medal  would  be  ready  for  the  banquet  but  the  new 
R.'N.A  seal  would  ncft.  * *

It  was  decided  to  send  a letter  of  appreciation  to  the  Museum 
and  Dr.  Parker  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past 
year . 


The  annual  report  of  the  treasurer  was  read.  A motion  wqs 
amde  by  Mr.  Lindboe  and  seconded  by  MT.  Swartz  that  the  report 
be  accepted  with  thanks  and  that  it  be  referred  to  the-  auditing 
committee.  Passed.  .There  was  considerable  cpmment  on  the  cost 
and. selling  price  of  the  R.N.A.  medals. and  ways  of  getting 
more  revenue.  A motion  was  made  by  Mr-.  Bauer  and  seconded  by 
Mr*  Judson  that  a subscription  list  far  the  new  medal  lpe  started 
and  that  if  25  subscribers  are  obtained  that  the  new  medals  be 
sold  for  $1.00  eachduring  this  year  only.

The  original  motion  was  voted  on 
and  passed,  (a  motion  was  made  by  Bauer  and  seconded  by  Judson

CONSTITUTION 

Article  I.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Rochester 
Numismatic  Association,  branch  of  the  American  Numismatic  Asso- 
ciation , and  Numismatic  Section  of  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts 

and  Sciences.  . , _ , .

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  to  foster 
the  pursuit  of  numismatics  as  a science;  to  cultivate  fraternal 
relations  among  collectors  and  students;  to  acquire  and  disem- 
inate  numismatic  knowledge;  to  assist  and  encourage  new  collectors; 
and  to  form  and  maintain  a cabinet  and  library  of  numismatic, 
specimens  and  literature  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  members.

Article  III  Any  person  of  good  character  who  is  trustworthy  and

Special  meetings  of  the  association  shall  he  ordered 
hy  the  president  upon  the  written  request  of  five  or  more  members 
or  as  designated  hy  a quorum  of  the  active  membership  of  the  asso- 
ciation in  regular  meeting.

All  regular  members  shall  pay  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
per  fiscal  year  in  advance  unless  the  member  joins  the  association 
on  January  first  or  later  in  the  fiscal  year,  when  one  dollar 
shall  he  full  payment  for  that  fiscal  year.

All  applications  for  membership  to 
the  association  shall  be  read  in  open  meeting  and  then  referred 
to  the  membership  committee  who  shall  investigate  each  prospective 
member  and  shall  bring  before  the  association  within  two  meetings 
any  applications  presented  to  them,  together  with  their  respective 
report.  All  applications  for  membership  shall  he  acknowledged  and 
all  applicants  advised  as  to  action  taken  on  their  request  for 


membership.  The  membership  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
instruction  of  new  members  in  the  policies  of  the  association  and 
shall  supply  them  with  a copy  of  the  constitution  and  furnish  them 
with  information  on  the  advantages  offered  by  the  association.
